It was designed 
by one Pertuiset, executed by a French arti- 
san in the celebrated fire-arms factory of 
Denesine, and is fully described in a Iate 
number of the Army and Navy Journal as fol- 
lows; *‘ Externally quite similar to'the origi- 
nal Minie, a cylindric-conical mas¢ of lead, 
it is discovered, by an unscrewing of its 
length about midway, to be internally a mag- 
azine of fulminate. The explosive compound 
—dynamite, powder, condensed powder, or 
whatever it may be—has an explosive force 
six times that of gunpowder. Experiments 
which have been made uoder the ge 
of the Russian, Prussian and Austrian Gov- 
ernments, and lastly by our own War Depart- 
ment, demonstrating not only its effective- 
ness, but the singular properties its inventors 
have given to it. ‘‘Being given the distance 
of the target, ite density, the quantity of 
charge in the gun and the same of the in- 
gredients constituting the projectile,"’ he bas 
established a mpst exact re'ation, by accu- 
rate calculation, between the force necessary 
to explode the projectile and its penetration 
before subjection to this predsure. Thus the 


magazine can be so constituted that the pas-| ed 


sage of the bullet through a sheet of paper 
will explode it, or so that the severe impact 
of iron or hardwood is needed for such a re- 
sult. Itis comforting to be assured that ‘‘a 
ball which would not explode in the body of 
a soldier or of a horse, if not at a very Jimit- 
ed distance, would explode in the more re- 
sisting body of an ammunition wagon.’’ >

The 
13th division and part of the 14th sustained 
the advance. The conflict was desperate. 
The entire line of the enemy was repulsed at 
all points and pursued to the glacis of the 
detached works‘ near the fortress. The 
troops returned to the charge with incred- 
able and admirable energy. 

Beaux, August 16,—The following official 
dispatch, dated Aug. 15th, 4 p.m., has just 
been made public ; 

Our—advance placed themselves before 
Mets. Gen. Galty’s brigade was ordered to 
attack the rear guard ot Gen. Bazaine’s 
corps. A violent combat. ensved. The 2d 
division advanced, under Osterpas, immedi- 
ately. Divisions of Generals Kirchback and 
Wrangle participated, driving the enemy 
back at all points. Meanwhile the French 
General La Admirault, endeavored to flank 
the first corps, but was attacked by reserves, 
which advanced under Gen. Mauteuffel ; the 
enemy was speedily repulsed and driven into 
the fort. Our troops advanced to Beltcroise, 
nearly within range of the French posts. 

Naw York, August 15.—The Herald's 
cable correspondent gives a letter from Gen. 
Beiker, in command of the Zouaves of the 
McMahon corps. He did not receivea scratch, 
but sixty-five of his officers are killed, wound- 
ed and missing. The soldiers fought like 
lions, Heconcludes: Webad 35,000 against 
100,000. McMahon did all that man could 
do, but had not men enough. We have but 
five or six hundred Zouaves left.
